President Hyink faces 


tough tenure decision

The tenure grievance complaint 
of Robert Nelson, professor of 
chemistry, has reached a stage 
whre one man must assume the 
responsibility of its final solution 
That man is Dr. Bernard Hyink, 
president of the college 


What realities does he tace as he 
determines what course to pursue 
in the dispute? This is the area 
this article hopes to examine the 
realities of the situation and 
consequences of any decision he 
reaches 


Quality education 


Setting aside for the moment 
the superficial aspect of the case, 
Nelson’s desire to become a 
tenured professor, a deeper 
question underlying the grievance 
case reveals itself President 
Hyink’s decision not only will 
decide whether Nelson gains or 
loses his tenure, but whether 
quality education at Sacramento 
State will be sacrificed for the 
convenience of a calmer political 
atmosphere 


Along these lines it 1S 
foreseeable that an adverse ruling 
aguinst the chemistry 
department's original vote, by Dr 


Hyink, may well unfavorably 
affect the political chmate 
between the faculty and the 
udministration. The origninal vot

Lip service 


As in numerous cases 
departments often pay lip service 
to student evaluations and 
opinions when determining tenure 
matters. Faculty attitudes, those 
least affected by instructional 
quality of any professor, generally 
outweigh any other evidence used 
in tenure determination Those 
who have § real stake thre 
matter, the students ha terally 
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no say. Who then can best judge 
whether quality education is being 
maintained or not? For 
departmental faculty members to 
Shoulder the entire responsibility 
in this area without relying on 
other factors is presumptuous 


Student opinion in Nelson's 
case has always been available. A 
group of students from among 
those in his classes even formed a 
committee to make available any 
information pertinent to the case 

For the department and the 
gnevance committee to ignore the 
value of student opinion is to be 
blind to the very attitude of 
open-mindedness often preached 
so fervently in classrooms. Should 
President Hyink deny the worth 
of student opinion, now that the 
matter has reached its final stages 
and only some such compelling 
evidence may sway his decision, 
then his action can only be viewed 
aS an injustice to Nelson and to 
education at Sacramento State 


If distinction is made that 
student opinion does amount to 
something, but that there were

tenure, it can only be seen as a 
ruse to cover up the underlying 
reason tor a wrong decision

Tiao Uy Tai Islands 
property of China 


Startling events often occur to the most obscure things 


In August 1970, the Ryukyu (Okinawa) government under directives 
from Japan claimed sovereignty over the Tiao Uy Tai Islands (also 


known as the Senkakus) located 120 nautical miles northeast of 
Taiwan. Until then, few knew even of the existence of this group of 
eight islets, the area of which totaled only two square miles, For 


centuries, its significance rested only with its use by Chinese fishermen 
trom Taiwan, who frequented its shores in fishing expeditions to repair 
their gather herbs and birds’ eggs) Some have even 
constructed houses on these islands, some dirt roads and tracks have 
also been built 

Phen oil was discovered. A survey in August. 1968 conducted mainly 
by Americans, showed rich, extensive oil fields off the Tiao Yu Tai 
islands beneath the seabed of the South Fast Asian ( ontinental Shelf 
In July, 1970, the Pacific Gulf Oil and Refinery Company obtained 
permission from Taiwan to further explore the reserves around Tiao Yu 
Tai. In August came Japan's Surprising statement of sovereignty, an

That the Tiao Yu Tai islands belong to the Republic of China 
(Taiwan) is beyond dispute. First, traditionally. the islands have been 
frequented only by the Chinese. Second. it is explicitly stated and 


recorded in the Ming Tse (the official book of history of the Ming 
Dynasty of China) that the islands were discovered ind named by a 
Chinese official in 1403. Furthermore Japan herself had conceded that 
the islands belonged to Taiwan. In 1944, when both Taiwan and 
Okinawa were under the jurisdiction of Japan and were involved in a 
legal dispute over the possession of the same islands. the Tokyo court 
ruled that Tiao Yu Tai belonged to the district of Taiwan. then called 

Feipei County. Hence at the conclusion of the war, under the terms of 
both the Potsdam Deciaration (1945) and the San Francisco Peace 
Treaty (1951), these islands were implicitly returned to China 

Moreover, the Ryukyu groups of islands is physically divorced from 
the Tiao Yu Tai islands. Okinawa is separated from the Tiao Yu Tai by 
an ocean trough more than 2000 meters deep whereas the latter lies on 
the same Continental Shelf Convention (1958). the “‘coastal state 
exercises over the continental shelf sovereign rights for the purpose of 
exploiting its natural resources.” 

+ * * 

If historical facts and international! agreements mean anything, then 
Japan’s calim is not only incredulous. it is downright outrageous. Even 
more Outrageous than the claim itself is the Japanese government's 
implementation of its plan. It was an exercise in brute force. In 
September 1970, Okinawa police landed on Tiao Yu Tai and took away 
the flag of the Republic of China Later, an Okinawa gunboat chased 
away Chinese fishing boats in the area. Since then, they have patrolled 
the Tiao Yu Tai waters, maintaining a strict vigilance over possible 
‘violations.’ The Japanese government also plans to fund Okinawa to 
build a weather observatory on Tiao Yu Tai. undoubtedly to 
consolidate their claim 

a + * 

In face of all these provocations (a term not used lightly), the 
government of the Republic of China has been frustratingly weak. Its 
response can be adeptly described in one phrase “‘an exercise in studied 
futility.” The Chinese students in America and all over the world, well 
known for their silence on political affairs, have decided that they 
could sit back no longer. Action committees were established, petitions 
were signed and submitted to the governments involved, and rallies 
were staged on Jan. 29 and 30 all over the United States (in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Seattle. Chicago, New York, Boston and 
Washington, D.C.). At noon on April 9, Portsmouth Square in San 
Francisco will become the focal point of convergence for protest in the 
Western United States, a rally of estimated gigantic proportions 

Although to date only the Chinese united with some Japanese 
sympathizers have become actively invovled in the dispute, this concern 
should be shared by all peace-loving people. The United States, true to 
Nixon's extended “umbrella” policy, has its fingers in the pie. The 
United States Ambassador to Japan has stated without elaboration that 
the Tiao Yu Tai islets belong to the Ryukyu group. Aside from ethical 
objections, this support of Japan’s abortive claim raises many political 
questions. First, does this support indicate that the United States in 
nourishing a future watchdog of Asia? Second, is the Nixon declaration 
of withdrawal of American involvement in Southeast Asia genuine, 
since apparently the United States will have to remain committed to 
the new watchdog, financially and perhaps even militarily? rhirdly, to 
what extent has the major oil interests influenced under the United 
States’ decision? And fourth, is there a real possibility of a revival of 
Japanese militarism and imperialism in the Pacific? 

We pose these questions to each concerned student. The answers, if 
any are to be found, he in the individuals own effort and determination 
tu seek for himself the truth

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Ombudsman on campus 


The second official report 


This is the second indepth report on the office of 
college ombudsman by the ombudsman’s staff. A 
good deal of the report has been edited for easier and 
quicker reading and will be presented in the State 
Hornet in five installments 


The official statement of the Ombudsman’s 
function outlines a broad, loose framework for 
settling disputes and expediting requests. In a college 
the size of ours, the number and diversity of the 
problems are astonishing rhe individual 
Ombudsman, working with minimal externa! limits 
to help resolve a wide spectrum and large number of 
problems, finds himself constantly making decisions 
on the basis of his personal style and conscious 
choice. He must decide whether to seek out existing 
problems or wait for someone to bring a complaint to 
the office; whether to try to mediate political 
disputes, or stay out of the political scene 
completely, whether to work directly with the parties 
of a dispute or work with an individual or committee 
in the institution. Continually deciding between 
alternative actions, he slowly casts his own individual 
flavor on the office. There is no one mode! for a good 
Ombudsman 


This report, then, will look at some of the ways in 
Which the previous Ombudsman, Dr Robert 
Donaldson, Ombudsman 1969-70, defined the jot 
and briefly explore the alternative definitions 

The system of classification was created to provide 
an overall view of the kinds of conflicts and problems 
the Ombudsman has worked with during the past 
year. Each of the categories will be examined to 
indicate the nature of the problems involved and how 
the Ombudsman endeavored to resolve them

centered around professors who were well-prepared 
but who made excessive demands on their students in 


terms ol quantity and quality ot work 
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expected demands that only a very few students in 
the class could meet 

Sometimes professors destroyed communication 
by “putting down” questions, making the students 
asking them them appear stupid. Some professors 
refused to discuss the substance or direction of th 
course during a class period, requiring, instead, that 
Students talk to a teaching assistant or make 
individual appointments with the professor, thereby 
ensuring that only the most aggressive, self-confident 
Students had to be dealt with and the possibility of 
general student dissatisfaction never had to be faced 

Gripes not isolated 

Thirty-one method-of-teaching complaints I 
three-fourths of the total 
six professors. In other words, the complaints weren't 


registered against only 





simply “off the wall’. isolated gripes that certai 
Students had against certain professors. There was a 
definite pattern. Some students came in a gr sup t 


register a classroom complaint, others came in singly 
but all were upset about the same professor One 
major fear professors seem t have about the 


Ombudsman is that students will come in with all 
kinds of irrelevant gripes th 
support, and undermine the professor's position. This 
has not been the case. Of the six professors who drew 


Ombudsman will 


three-fourths of the complaints, three have come 
under department fire as well. One TA will not b 
teaching next year, another professor probably wil 
not be rehired by his department next year, and th 
third is being investigated by an ethics committee in 
his department. Of the remaining three, one professor 


was willing to make some adjustments to the 
students’ complaints and expectations and open freer 
communications with then The remaining two 
professors were very similar’ both were firmly 


committed to the concept of total autonomy and 
authority of the progessor and, therefore, we: 
unwilling to accept the validity of any of the 
students’ complaints 

One of them, who has been criticized by the 
Students for years, received thirteen complaints in 
this office and stood firm in meetings with the 
Ombudsman, the department chairman and the dean 
of the school. This professor’s method of teaching 
was the largest single complaint-area in the office this 
past year and the one in which the Ombudsman was 
least able to effect a solution between the parties 
involved. It was not a problem of communications, of 
understanding what the other was trying to convey. It 
was, rather, a matter of two totally opposed views of 
what the roles of student and teacher should be 

Specific Policy 

b. Specific policy complaints were concerned with 
some one action or policy of the professor's that the 
Student saw as unjust or arbitrary. Most of these cases 
were concerned with policies on grading, tests, term 
Papers, projects, attendance, make-up exams and 
deadlines 

The complaints were not about the policies 
themselves but about the arbitrary manner in which 
they materialized. For example, one student had 











several classes in which the professors stated, initially, 
that attendance was voluntary. The student left 
school tor six weeks, for personal reasons, which time 


she missed no tests. she had “B's” in the classes. But 
when sh ime back. the professors threatened t 
drop her because of her absence. Most of thes 
ymmplaints would not hav vecurred had profess 
made their policies clear at the outset the students 
uld Know where they stood and decide then if th 
wanted to meet the expectations or take anot

Ihe important factor that distinguished different 


types of cases is the means by which they were 
resolved. Examples 

Six cases went to grade appeals boards. The grade 
of the professor was upheld by the appeals board in 
four cases. In the other two, the Ombudsman 
requested department chairmen to establish an 
appeals board but the students decided to allow the 
issue to drop betore a hearing took place 


With six students who had flunked or were 
flunking a course, the Ombudsman made special 
arrangements with the professors to allow the 
students to challenge the courses in comprehensive 
exams 


In six cases, the professor explained his reasons 
(test scores, etc.) for the grade he gave the student 
The Ombudsman was satisfied that the grade was fair 
and advised the student to accept it. Only on 
student in this group still was dissatisfied and 
comtemplated an appeal 

Dispute with professor (non-academic) 

There were four cases of this type. Three of them 
were political disputes’ one involved a protessor 
interfering in student” elections. another the 
intimidation of a student by a professor in regard to 
testimony 41 4 promotion hearing ind in 
administrator restricting the mail allowed in faculty

h fourth complaint) questioned whether a 
protessor has the authority over a student’s personal 
habits in class. The student was told to put out his 
Cigarette because the professor didn’t want smoking 
in the classroom and the Academic Vice President 
notified the college faculty of the policy 

Dispute with department policy 


Disputes of this kind involved several cases of 
policies which had been recently changed, leaving 
students caught in the transition with their programs 


1 study suddenly changed 

In tour cases, students telt the policy was unta 
ind, at the Ombudsman’s request. th department 
re-examined each. One of these mplaints took the 
entire year to resolve 

Four cases concerned problems in getting teaching 
credentials. Two of the students eded | be 
referred to the State Board of Fducatior 

Dispute with academic requirements 

These kinds of complaints are unique in that there 
iS an existing grievance system to handle them. Inn 
ther group of complaints is this true. In two areas 
grades and financial aids, the college is moving to 
establish grievance boards, but thev will not be 
operative immediately. Because of the grievance 





mechanism existing for academic requirements 
fifteen of the sixteen cases in this area were advised
